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Watch Your Mailing 


T the earnest solicitation of the Post Office Department, 
The Automotive Daily News urges its readers who use 
the mails for delivering products or materials to their cus- | 
tomers to mail early and avoid the Christmas rush.

We 
urge all our friends to aid a much-harassed department 
and at the same time help themselves and insure prompt 
delivery of shipments by mailing early all shipments dur- 
ing the oncoming holiday season. 


Congress Meets 

ONGRESS convenes for its short session this year with, 

comparatively little provocative automotive legislation 

»yending. The excise tax question was settled finally at the 
last session. At the moment of convening automotive inter- 
ests are able to breathe with comparative freedom, but they 
will not be lulled into any sense of false security by that 
situation. They know too well that bills may suddenly pop 
up fraught with danger to the industry. 

At the present time the most interesting controversy 
looming on the national legislative horizon is the fight over 
the toll bridge campaign, which has been pushed energetically 
during the past few years. There are today nearly five hun- 
dred toll bridges in operation, under construction or author- 
ized. There should be none, except in cases where tolls are 
collected under a definite plan to retire bonds and return 
the bridges to the community toll-free. 

This question is going to come up in the present Con- 
gress. Automotive bodies of all kinds are behind the 
movement to end the tol] bridge drive, which has been 
so successful in recent years. 

There will unquestionably come up before the present 
Congress a number of important bills relating to highway 
development. These will be closely watched. In fact, the 
automotive industry now has an excellent system of checking 
proposed laws and getting into the fight on those that have 
sinister aspects. 


Profitless Prosperity 


OR some months past there has been a phrase current in 
this country, “profitless prosperity.” Analyzed, it 
means that the volume of sales is highly flattering, but that 
the net profit is so small or so completely non-existent that 
the final result is not at all satisfactory. 

The phrase is one of those short, snappy ones that please 
the Ameriéan public. To the unthinking it means that some 
undercurrent in the general economic system is wrong and 
that, in spite of enlightened, honest endeavor by the energetic 
American business man, the poor soul just could not make 
money. 

In reality profitless prosperity can only mean that 
the business man has not taken proper steps to protect 
his profits. He has not watched economic conditions as 
carefully as he should and readjusted his prices or his 
methods to meet changes as they have occurred. Instead | 
of standing around and shouting “profitless prosperity,” | 
let us get down to work, overhaul our operations to pro- 
duce the net profit to which we are entitled.

In addition, the ac- 
eceleration obtained with mixtures 
both leaner and richer than those 
normally employed has been ac- 
curately measured.”
